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ACKWORTH SCHOOL. 


I. O children are to be admitted younger than ſeven years of age, nor 


exceeding thirteen, and none to remain in the houſe after they are 
fourteen years of age. | 


II. When bills of admittance are wanted, application muſt be made to one 
of the agents appointed by a quarterly-meeting, who on the receipt of eight 


guineas for each, is to remit the money to John Chorley, in Gracechurch-Street, 
London, who 1s thereupon to ſend him the bills. 


III. When a bill of admittance is to be made uſe of, the order to the treaſurer 


annexed thereto, is to be filled up, and ſigned by an agent for the county or 


place where the child is a member. 


IV. Every child is to be examined by a medical perſon, whoſe certificate of 
his or her being free from ſores and infectious diſorders muſt be produced to the 


agent before he fills up the bills of admittance, and muſt be ſent to Ackworth 
with the child. | | 


V. Notice is to be ſent by an agent to the treaſurer at Ackworth, or to John 
Chorley in London, one month before any child is fent. 


VI. In conſideration of the expence of conveying children to and from 
remote parts, an allowance of two pence for every mile, exceeding fifty miles, 
will be paid by the treaſurer on receiving the child at Ackworth, or he will 
give an order on John Chorley for payment thereof. The ſame allowance to 


be made on return, in caſe the child ſtays two years in the School, but not 


otherwile. 


The allowance for children from Scotland to be twenty ſhillings each, in lieu 
of the two-pence per mile, and the ſame on their return, 


VII. Children are to be taken away within one week after the expiration of 
the bills of admittance, but if any exceed that time, five ſhillings per week is to 
be paid, and no allowance will be made towards their conveyance home. 


VIII. When children are to be continued in the School beyond the time they are 


entitled to by the bills of admittance, other bills muſt be ſent to the treaſurer, 


at leaſt one month before the former expire, 


IX. The pocket-money ſent with children to Ackworth muſt be depoſited in 


the hands of the ſchool-maſter, or miſtreſs, and given to them in ſums not ex; 
ceeding one penny per week.
